of Its Banks. 


Missoula, 
Mont., 
Nov. 
24.—The 
Puget Sound railroad officials have 
been compelled to abandon the move­ 
ment of freight traffic over the west 
end of the division on account of a 
number of rock and mud slides which 
blockaded the line at various point* 
through the Bitter Root mountains. 
It was found impossible to operate 
passenger trains over the mountains 
and No. I was turned at Bryson tc 
make the return trip over the division 
as No. 2. 
The regular No. 2 wa* 
turned at Falcon and sent west. 
All 
day large forces have been engaged 
clearing the line of slides and anothei 
big blockade is reported near Bryson, 
where tons of earth and rock have 
Blipped down the hillside. 
Train No. 2 is reported tied up at 
the other side of the blockade. Heavy 
rains which have fallen incessantly foi 
the past sixty hours have thoroughly 
soaked the mountains, and slides ol 
more or less magnitude are hourly re 
ported. 
The Northern Pacific is also 
suffering considerably from the effect* 
of the heavy rain, and a number ot 
small slides were reported. 
Extra train No. 22, westbound on 
the Couer d’Alene branch of the N orth­ 
ern Pacific, ran into a slide four miles 
west of Iron Mountain while moving 
thirty-five miles an hour, injuring E n­ 
gineer O. R. Meacham, who died short­ 
ly afterwards. 
Fireman H. H. Byrd and Brakeman 
H. C. Brown were seriously injured. 
The engine turned a somersault and 
rolled down the bank about thirty feet 
to the edge of the river. 
As a result of 
recent 
rains and 
warm chinook winds which have m elt­ 
ed early snows in the mountains, tra f­ 
fic on the Great Northern railroad 
through the Cascades is tied up and 
four passenger trains, including the 
westbound Oriental Limited and the 
fast mail, are marooned. 
The four 
trains have not been heard from for 
twelve hours. 
Practically every river, 
stream and creek in Oregon is out of 
its banks. In Eastern Oregon the rain 
wTas accompanied by a winu of almost 
hurricane violence. 
In Eastern W ash­ 
ington floods are general. 
The great­ 
est damage apparently has been done 
along the Willamette river.

The next the family heard of them 
was when, from behind the smoke and 
flames that enveloped the house, the 
boy screamed: 
“Oh, grandpa, get me out of here 
quick, I’m burning to death.” 
“Yes, son, don’t be afraid. Grandpa 
will take you out,” was the calm re­ 
ply.

The remainder of the family sleep­ 
ing In the house at the time of the 
fire—Mrs. de Armond, his daughter, 
Mrs. Clark and Miss Nettle Boles— 
were greatly shaken by their experi­ 
ence. 
James A. de Armond, son of the 
congressman and father of the boy 
who was burned, tried to rush into 
the burning house to save the victims, 
but was prevented by friends, who 
knew his effort would be in vain. 
Congressman de Armond and his 
little grandson will not be separated 
In death. 
It was decided to hold a 
double funeral for them Friday after­ 
noon.
